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An Aruba of the distant past remembered; 
Annie returns with family for her 80th birthday

During the week of July 4 to 
11, the Tamarijn Beach Re¬ 
sort was proud to host Anna, 
(better known on Aruba as 
Annie) Hagen-De Vries and 
her brothers Henk and Albert, 
who returned to the island 
where they spent their child¬ 
hood for a family vacation in 
celebration of Annie turning 
80 on July 10. 

The family gathering in¬ 
cluded Henk’s wife, son and 
daughter and grandchildren, 
along with Albert’s spouse, 
Nel. Annie was only 7 
months old when she was 
brought to live on Aruba in 
1931, as her father, Albert, 
worked for the Eagle Oil 
Company, a division of Shell 
Oil, which maintained a 
small refinery where the Divi 
and Tamarijn Beach Resorts 
now stand. Henk was bom on 
the island 5 years later; Albert 
Jr, in 1943. 

Sitting with Annie and 
Henk is like taking a stroll 
through history, as they recall 
an Amba besieged by Ger¬ 
man U-Boats during WW II, 
when many tankers were tor¬ 
pedoed attempting to bring 
refined fuel to the Allies, or 
receiving cmde oil from Lake 
Maracaibo. 


“On February 15, I am 
not sure which year, we 
watched a U-boat mn up on 
the reef off of Oranjestad 
Harbor,” recalls Annie. “We 
all went to school just across 
from Fort Zoutman, which 
was right next to the water in 
those times. The U-boat cap¬ 
tain must have misjudged the 
narrow channel into the har¬ 
bor, and you could even see 
the goat’s head painted on the 
turret of their big gun. Fortu¬ 
nately, they didn’t shoot at us; 
otherwise they would have 
killed a lot of schoolchildren 
out watching this amazing 
sight.” 

“The island was filled 
with military from England, 
Scotland and the U.S. Air 
Force to protect the refiner¬ 
ies,” added Henk. “They let 
the submarine get off the reef 
and then the planes followed 
it out and sank it, or so we 
were told. The “wolf packs” 
were bunkered in Argentina, 
and so were a constant issue 
for the tankers. I remember 
one, the “Helasu” I think, 
which was sunk offshore and 
there was only one survivor. 
It was a dangerous duty on 
those tankers during the war 
years. We watched the Peder-

nales, the shipwreck that still 
sits off Amba’s west coast, 
drift from the south side to 
where it now rests, turning 
the sky a glowing orange 
throughout the night.” 

Annie and her brothers 
lived in what was known as 
the Eagle Colony, very near 
to the beaches between Palm 
Beach and Oranjestad. 

“That entire area was our 
playground,” they recall, “as 
it was private and owned by 
Shell Oil-how mischievous 
and spoiled we were! We had 
the best childhood imagina¬ 
ble!” 

Annie had returned twice 
in the past to visit childhood 
friends, once in 1983 and 
again in ’94. Henk had also 
returned to visit old school 
chums, but this was a first 
time back for Albert, who 
was only 10 when their father 
retired in 1954 and returned 
to Holland, so his sons could 
continue there educations at 


universities. 

“There was only a high 
school on Aruba in those 
days; Holland was the place 
to go to get a degree,” Henk 
explains. There they all mar¬ 
ried and remained. 

“When my 80th birthday 
was approaching, I wasn’t 
quite sure what to do,” says 
Annie, “but I did want to 
have the family get together 
for it, perhaps taking a cot¬ 
tage in Holland during the 
school vacation, so Henk’s 
grandchildren could join us.” 
After some investigation, she 
discovered they could spend 
a week in Aruba at a fraction 
of the cost, and the deed was 
done. 

“Aruba has changed enor¬ 
mously from the days of our 
childhood, even from our last 
visits,” note the siblings, “but 
we have changed as well, it is 
to be expected.” 

They really got a chance 
to see the change as they 


were presented with a heli¬ 
copter tour as a joint birthday 
gift, something his children 
surprised Henk with this 
week, though his birthday is 
in April. “That was abso¬ 
lutely the best present imagi¬ 
nable, neither of us had ever 
been in a helicopter before; 
we loved it!” 

“I am very happy I made 
that choice to come to 
Aruba,” asserts Annie, 
“everyone at the Tamarijn 
treated us grandly, and our 
week has been absolutely 
wonderful, we couldn’t ask 
for more.” Henk concurs. 
“This may not be the Aruba 
where we grew up, but it is 
still delightful to come here, 
especially to catch up with 
old friends and see what is 
new. I have an 80th birthday 
in five years; I think coming 
back together to celebrate is a 
distinct possibility.”

ICC adds genocide to charges against 
Sudan's president 


Somalia's Shebab militants 
claim deadly Uganda attacks 


THE HAGUE, The Nether¬ 
lands (AFP) - The Interna¬ 
tional Criminal Court added 
three genocide counts yester¬ 
day to the charges against 
Sudan's President Omar al- 
Beshir in a move hailed as "a 
victory" by rebels. 

"There are reasonable 
grounds to believe that (Omar 
al-Beshir) acted with specific 
intent to destroy in part the 
Fur, Masalit and Zaghawa eth¬ 
nic groups" in Darfur, said a 
new warrant issued yesterday - 
- the court's first for genocide. 

The government in Khar¬ 
toum dismissed the move as a 
"political" decision by the 
court and the Justice and 
Equality Movement rebel 
group called the development 
"a victory for the people of 
Darfur and the entire huma¬ 
nity." 

"It will give hope to the 
people of Darfur that justice 
will be made," spokesman 
Ahmad Hussein told AFP. 

In Khartoum, Sudan's infor¬ 
mation minister and govern¬ 
ment spokesman Kamal Obeid 
said that the "adding of the 
genocide accusation confirms 
that the ICC is a political court. 

"The ICC decision is of no 


concern to us, us the Sudanese 
government. We focus on de¬ 
velopment," Obeid said in a 
statement to the official Suna 
news agency, which was pro¬ 
vided to AFP. 

In March last year, the ICC 
issued a warrant for Beshir's 
arrest on charges of war crimes 
and crimes against humanity, 
its first ever for a sitting head 
of state. 

But that warrant did not in¬ 
clude three genocide charges 
as requested by prosecutor 
Fuis Moreno-Ocampo, who 
appealed the court's decision. 

In February, the ICC ap¬ 
peals chamber ordered judges 
to rethink their decision to 
omit genocide, saying they had 
made an "error in law" by set¬ 
ting the burden of proof too 
high. 

UN Secretary General Ban 
Ki-moon was "deeply con¬ 
cerned by the nature of charges 
against president Beshir", 
spokesman Farhan Haq told a 
press briefing in New York. 

Ban urged the Khartoum 
government "to provide its full 
support to the work of the ICC 
and address issues of justice 
and reconciliation," he said. 

In yesterday's decision, the 


court said there were reason¬ 
able grounds to believe that 
villages and towns "were se¬ 
lected on the basis of their eth¬ 
nic composition" for attack by 
Sudanese government forces. 

"Towns and villages inha¬ 
bited by other tribes, as well as 
rebel locations, were bypassed 
in order to attack towns and 
villages known to be inhabited 
by civilians belonging to the 
Fur, Masalit and Zaghawa eth¬ 
nic groups." 

It also appeared likely that 
"acts of rape, torture and 
forcible displacement were 
committed against members of 
the targeted ethnic groups," 
said the court. 

The prosecutor had pre¬ 
sented evidence of government 
forces contaminating the wells 
and water pumps of villages 
inhabited by these groups, who 
were also subject to forcible 
transfer "in furtherance of the 
genocidal policy," said the 
court. 

"One of the reasonable con¬ 
clusions that can be drawn is 
that... the conditions of life in¬ 
flicted on the Fur, Masalit and 
Zaghawa groups were calcu¬ 
lated to bring about the physi¬ 
cal destruction of a part of 
those ethnic groups," it added 

As president and com- 
mander-in-chief, Beshir likely 
"played an essential role in co¬ 
ordinating" a common plan to 
this end, said the judgement. 

The court ordered its re¬ 
gistry to send a request for co¬ 
operation to the government of 
Sudan, all signatories to the 
court's founding Rome Statute 
and all UN Security Council 
members who had not signed, 
"seeking the arrest and surren¬ 
der" of Beshir on both war¬ 
rants. 

The United Nations says up 
to 300,000 people have died 
since conflict broke out in Dar¬ 
fur in 2003, when ethnic mi¬ 
nority rebels took up arms 
against the Arab-dominated 
regime for a greater share of 
resources and power. 

Sudan's government says 
10,000 have been killed. 


KAMPAFA, Uganda (AFP) 

Somalia's Al-Qaeda-in- 
spired Shebab rebels claimed 
responsibility yesterday for 
bombings in Kampala that 
killed 74 people as they 
watched the World Cup final, 
in the region's worst attacks 
in 12 years. 

The twin attacks in the 
Ugandan capital dampened 
Africa's post World Cup eu¬ 
phoria, drew a barrage of 
global condemnation and 
marked an unprecedented in¬ 
ternationalisation of Soma¬ 
lia's two-decade-old civil war. 

"We are behind the attack 
because we are at war with 
them," Ali Mohamoud Rage, 
the Shebab group's top 
spokesman told reporters in 
Mogadishu. 

The movement's top 
leader had warned in an 
audio message earlier this 
month that Uganda would 
face retaliation for contribu¬ 
ting to an African Union 
force supporting the western- 
backed Somali transitional 
government. 

Explosions ripped through 
a sports bar and an Ethiopian 


BOGOTA, Colombia (AFP) - 
Nine guerrillas were killed 
yesterday when the army and 
air force attacked a FARC 
rebel camp in the jungles of 
southern Caqueta department, 
the military said. 

The air and ground attack 
near Penas Coloradas, fol¬ 
lowed a similar attack Sunday 
in mountains of central Tolima 
department that killed 12 re¬ 
bels in a Revolutionary Armed 
Forces of Colombia camp 
where its leader Guillermo 
Feon Saenz was allegedly 
holed up. 

In yesterday's attack, Air 
Force planes bombed and 
strafed the FARC jungle camp 
before army troops moved in 


restaurant in Kampala where 
people had gathered to watch 
the football World Cup final 
between Spain and the 
Netherlands. 

"The latest official count 
is 74 confirmed dead," Fred 
Opolot, a Ugandan govern¬ 
ment spokesman, told AFP. 

The United States vowed 
yesterday to support Uganda 
after the major bombings, 
sending the FBI to assist in 
the probe and pledging to 
pressure Somalia's "hateful" 
Shebab insurgents. 

President Barack Obama 
spoke by telephone with 
President Yoweri Museveni 
and offered to provide "any 
support and assistance" the 
Ugandan government re¬ 
quested, White House 
spokesman Robert Gibbs 
said. 

A three-person team from 
the Federal Bureau of Inves¬ 
tigation is in Kampala to help 
collect evidence, with two of¬ 
ficers from US Diplomatic 
Security due to arrive late 
yesterday, State Department 
spokesman Philip Crowley 
told reporters. 


to sweep the area. 

"The military operation so 
far has yielded the combat 
deaths of nine guerrillas," a 
military report said. 

The FARC — the country's 
strongest and oldest guerrilla 
group — has been fighting the 
government since the 1960s. It 
now includes some 7,500 to 
10,000 fighters, according to 
estimates. 

Outgoing President Alvaro 
Uribe launched a major crack¬ 
down on the rebel group after 
he took office in 2002, and his 
successor, former defense mi¬ 
nister Juan Manuel Santos, has 
vowed to press on with the 
fight when he takes over on 
August 7.

In the east of the country 
dozens of trees were blown 
down, and very heavy rain 
caused localised flooding. 

A church spire in the 
Gelderland village of Vragen-

Part of Hengelo railway sta¬ 
tion's roof collapsed, causing 
serious disruption to train 
traffic. 

Yesterday’s storms began 
at about 10:00 in the southern 
province of Limburg and 
moved north through the day. 
They brought with them 


winds of up to 100 km per 
hour and caused widespread 
damage in the central Gelder¬ 
land region which borders 
Germany. 

In many areas, including 
the city of Groningen in the 
northeast of the country, 
streets were inundated as a 
result of flash flooding.

Five Reasons it’s time to switch to 
Windows 7 


Today is D-day for Windows 
XP SP2 users. Granted, Win¬ 
dows XP SP2 will still work, 
but today is the last Patch 
Tuesday for the venerable OS 
which means it will become 
more unstable and less secure 
as time goes on. Simply ap¬ 
plying SP3 will suffice to 
continue running a supported 
platform, but here are five 
reasons to consider switching 
off of Windows XP entirely. 

1. Hardware Support. 
Windows XP is archaic, and 
it is designed to run on out¬ 
dated hardware. As new tech¬ 
nologies are introduced, it is 
unlikely that Windows XP 
will be compatible or able to 
take advantage of them. Win¬ 
dows 7 provides support for 
multitouch displays, and also 
has greatly improved mem¬ 
ory and power management 
features. 

2. Improved Drivers In¬ 
stallation. Windows 7 has a 
superior system for automat¬ 
ically detecting and installing 
drivers. Windows XP sort of 
has this capability, but more 
often than not the search for 
drivers yields nothing and re¬ 
quests that you insert a driver 
disc from the vendor. Install 
a new piece of hardware in 
Windows 7, and most of the 
time it will automatically be 
added along with the correct 
driver without any additional 


user interaction. 

3.Security. Windows XP 
lacks many of the crucial se¬ 
curity controls that have been 
introduced in Windows Vista 
and Windows 7. Looking at 
the vulnerabilities that have 
been discovered since the 
launch of Windows 7, the 
Windows 7 operating system 
is frequently unaffected, or 
when it is affected by the 
same flaw as Windows XP, 
the result of an exploit is 
minor while the Windows XP 
system will be completely 
owned by the attacker. 

4. Performance. One of 
the complaints against each 
new generation of Windows 
is that it seems to get slower 
and more bloated with each 
iteration. Windows 7 cer¬ 
tainly adds new features— 
some of which may be 
frivolous or unnecessary—but 
it manages to boot faster and 
run snappier than its prede¬ 
cessor—Windows Vista. Win¬ 
dows XP users should not 
experience any significant lag 
in boot time or performance, 
and some may even see an 
improvement over XP. 

5. XP Mode Virtualiza¬ 
tion. This is the Windows 7 
trump card. With Windows 
XP Mode virtualization, Win¬ 
dows 7 runs a full Windows 
XP SP3 system in a virtual 
PC. It enables you to con-

Granted, moving to Win¬ 
dows 7 may not be cheap for 
some businesses. Many are 
running Windows XP on 
hardware that is more or less 
obsolete by today's standards, 
which means upgrading to 
Windows 7 must include re¬ 
placing the hardware as well. 

Windows 7 is not the only 
solution, though. As I stated 
up top—companies can sim¬ 
ply upgrade from Windows 
XP SP2 to Windows XP SP3 
and still have Microsoft sup¬ 
port through 2014. It is also 
possible to migrate off of 
Windows XP SP2 by switch¬ 
ing to some variation of 
Linux rather than moving to 
Windows 7. The XP hard¬ 
ware would most likely sup¬ 
port it, but IT admins must 
also consider the learning 
curve of adopting a new OS 
culture—both for the users 
and for the technicians that 
have to support the desktop 
environment.

Physical activity and ade¬ 
quate levels of vitamin D ap¬ 
pear to reduce the risk of 
cognitive decline and demen¬ 
tia, according to two large, 
long-term studies scheduled 
to be presented Sunday at the 
International Conference on 
Alzheimer's Disease in 
Hawaii. 

In one study, researchers 
analyzed data from more than 
1,200 people in their 70s en¬ 
rolled in the Framingham 
Study. The study, which has 
followed people in the town 
of Framingham, Mass., since 
1948, tracked the participants 
for cardiovascular health and 
is now also tracking their 
cognitive health. 

The physical activity lev¬ 
els of the 1,200 participants 
were assessed in 1986-1987. 
Over two decades of follow¬ 
up, 242 of the participants de¬ 
veloped dementia, including 
193 cases of Alzheimer's. 

Those who did moderate 
to heavy amounts of exercise 
had about a 40 percent re¬ 
duced risk of developing any 
type of dementia. People with 
the lowest levels of physical 
activity were 45 percent more 


likely to develop any type of 
dementia than those who did 
the most exercise. These 
trends were strongest in men. 

"This study suggests that 
lowering the risk for demen¬ 
tia may be one additional 
benefit of maintaining at least 
moderate physical activity, 
even into the eighth decade of 
life," study author Dr. Zaldy 

Tan, of Brigham and 

Women's Hospital, VA 

Boston and Harvard Medical 
School, said in an 

Alzheimer's Association 
news release. 

The second study found a 
link between vitamin D defi¬ 
ciency and increased risk of 
cognitive impairment and de¬ 
mentia later in life. 

"Vitamin D supplements 
have proven to be a safe, in¬ 
expensive and effective way 
to treat deficiency," 
Llewellyn said. "However, 
few foods contain vitamin D 
and levels of supplementa¬ 
tion in the U.S. are currently 
inadequate. More research is 
urgently needed to establish 
whether vitamin D supple¬ 
mentation has therapeutic po¬ 
tential for dementia."

Air Franee says it settles 


US civil price-fixing claims 


PARIS, France (AFP) - Air 
France and Dutch partners 
KLM and Martinair said yes¬ 
terday they had reached a set¬ 
tlement with plaintiffs on a US 
civil class action suit brought 
against them for conspiring to 
fix air cargo rates. 

"Pending its approval by 
the US court, the accord, in ex¬ 
change for payment of 87 mil¬ 
lion dollars (69 million euros), 
ends all civil action against the 
three companies ... concerning 
the US air cargo market be¬ 
tween 2000 and 2006," they 
said in a statement. 


The three companies now 
operate as one group following 
their merger. 

The civil class action suits 
were filed in 2006 after the US 
and European Union authori¬ 
ties launched a probe into price 
rigging of the US cargo mar¬ 
ket. 

Four major airlines, inclu¬ 
ding Air France-KLM and 
Cathay Pacific Airways, had to 
pay US fines worth 504 mil¬ 
lion dollars when they were 
found guilty in 2008 of con¬ 
spiring to fix air cargo prices, 
officials said. 


Europe vows to help banks failing 
stress tests 


BRUSSELS, Belgium (AFP) 
- European finance ministers 
sought yesterday to ease mar¬ 
ket jitters over the health of 
Europe's banking sector, vow¬ 
ing to help banks found by 
"stress tests" to be vulnerable 
to a new economic crisis. 

Finance ministers also de¬ 
fended the methodology of 
the tests, the results of which 
are to be published on July 
23, and denied that standards 
had been watered down to 
ensure good scores for the 91 
banks being examined. 

"We will take the neces¬ 
sary measures" if some banks 
show weaknesses, Belgian Fi¬ 
nance Minister Didier Reyn- 
ders, whose country holds the 
rotating EU presidency, said 
on the sidelines of the first of 
two days of meetings. 

Cypriot Finance Minister 
Charilaos Stavrakis said he 
expected European banks to 
"come out stronger once the 
stress tests are announced." 

"In the unlikely case that 
some banks need some capi¬ 
tal injections, then we'll find 


the best way to strengthen 
their balance sheet," Sta¬ 
vrakis said ahead of a meet¬ 
ing of ministers from the 16 
nations that share the euro. 

Tests on 91 banks, account¬ 
ing for 65 percent of the Euro¬ 
pean banking system, are to be 
released on July 23 amid 
hopes they will reassure mar¬ 
kets, which fear the banks may 
have hidden some of their 
problems under the carpet. 

"When there will be a re¬ 
sult, we are committed in Eu¬ 
rope to take determined 
action if needed at the mo¬ 
ment the stress tests are dis¬ 
closed," said Dutch Finance 
Minister Jan Kees de Jager. 

German Finance Minister 
Wolfgang Schaeuble denied 
that the criteria for the tests 
had been eased to ensure that 
banks pass them. 

"First it was said that they 
were too tough, that they 
would lead all the banks to¬ 
wards bankruptcy. The next 
day it was said that they were 
too weak and that the exer¬ 
cises is useless," Schaeuble 


told reporters. "In general, the 
truth lies somewhere in the 
middle," he said. 

The German finance mi¬ 
nister said the tests were "an 
important step to end the un¬ 
certainty which is persisting 
on the markets regarding the 
situation of banks in Europe." 

Austrian Finance Minister 
Jose Proell also rejected cri¬ 
ticism of the way the tests are 
conducted, insisting that 
there was "no political influ¬ 
ence either on the definition 
of the parameters, nor on the 
results." 

Fears over the health of 
banks caused the euro to fall 
against the dollar yesterday. 

"The main question is in 
what detail the results for 91 
banks are to be released," 
said a Commerzbank note to 
clients. "If the published re¬ 
sults are too vague, specula¬ 
tion about problems at some 
banks will arise." 

Some economists have 
warned that the tests would 
show that a few European 
banks need fresh capital. 


Report: European banks mull 20-bln 


euro private bailout fund 


LONDON, England (AFP) - 
Some big European banks are 
mulling the creation of a 20- 
billion-euro private sector re¬ 
covery fund to bail out 
troubled financial institutions, 
the head of UniCredit bank 
told a newspaper yesterday. 

Writing in the Financial 
Times, UniCredit chief exec¬ 
utive Alessandro Profumo, 
said the 25.2-billion-dollar 
(31.7 -billion-dollar) fund 
could provide help to Euro¬ 
pean banks in the event of an¬ 
other crisis. 

Distressed banks would 
be able to turn themselves 
around without state bailouts, 
Profumo explained. 

"With voluntary contribu¬ 
tions from the large European 
cross-border banks — say, the 


top 20 — a European recovery 
fund could accumulate a sig¬ 
nificant amount of risk capi¬ 
tal (20 billion euros) over a 
few years," he said. 

"The option for authori¬ 
ties to use the fund to stabi¬ 
lize one or a few large, ailing 
banks could assure the mar¬ 
ket that a crisis could be con¬ 
tained at an early stage. The 
fund would not require a con¬ 
tribution from member states 
or European authorities." 

Profumo has already 
pushed the plan with other 
leading eurozone banks, in¬ 
cluding Deutsche Bank and 
Santander, and will promote 
the idea to others in coming 
weeks, the report said. 

But Dow Jones News- 
wires quoted German bank 


sources as saying Profumo 
had gotten a lukewarm re¬ 
sponse from the biggest Ger¬ 
man banks. 

The sources said that the 
banks felt a private fund 
would place a strain on their 
earnings and be an "unneces¬ 
sary burden in an already 
tense situation." 

The idea that smaller 
banks that did not pay into 
such a fund might nonethe¬ 
less be able to call on it for 
help was scoffed at by major 
German institutions, a source 
added. 

German banks are al¬ 
ready bracing for a string of 
possible new levies and reg¬ 
ulations aimed at preventing 
another banking crisis, Dow 
Jones noted. 


OECD unemployment rate falls to 
8.6 percent 


PARIS, France (AFP) - The 
unemployment rate in the 
world's 31 leading industria¬ 
lized economies fell to 8.6 per¬ 
cent in May from 8.7 percent 
in April, the Organisation for 
Economic Cooperation and 
Development said yesterday. 

"The general pattern of 
broad stability continues 
across most OECD countries," 
the group, said, adding that un¬ 
employment levels generally 
remain "close to post-war 


highs." 

For the United States, the 
May jobless rate was 9.7 per¬ 
cent but June figures available 
show a fall to 9.5 percent, the 
OECD said. 

The countries with the 
highest unemployment rates in 
May were Spain, rising 0.2 
points to 19.7 percent; the Slo¬ 
vak Republic, steady at 14.8 
percent; Ireland, up 0.4 points 
to 13.3 percent; Portugal, up 
0.1 point to 10.9 percent; and 


Hungary, down 0.5 points to 
10.4 percent. 

South Korea, down 0.5 
points to 3.2 percent and the 
Netherlands, steady at 4.3 per¬ 
cent, had the lowest jobless 
rates. 

The total OECD unem¬ 
ployed stood at 45.9 million in 
May, up 1.4 million from May 
2009 and 14.7 million more 
than in May 2008, the OECD 
said.

Both starting pitchers will 
be the first from their respec¬ 
tive clubs to start an all-star 
Game. 

Price had a standout US 
college career at Vanderbilt.

AMSTERDAM (AFP) - The 
Dutch football team returned 
home Monday after their 1-0 
World Cup defeat by Spain 
welcomed by two F-16 
fighter jets and a ceremonial 
spray of water by the fire 
brigade. 

"We haven't yet processed 
the disappointment," coach 
Bert van Marwijk told re¬ 
porters on the tarmac at Am¬ 
sterdam's Schiphol airport, 
surrounded by a clearly de¬ 
jected team all dressed in 
dark slacks and white shirts 
and clasping orange flower 
bouquets. 

"To give away the World 
Cup three-and-a-half minutes 
before the end of the match, 
that is very painful." 

The team landed at 5.20 
pm (1520 GMT) at Schiphol, 
where the players were kept 
away from the public, an AFP 
journalist observed. 

Their KLM Boeing 777, 
flying a Dutch flag on its 
front, was accompanied into 


Dutch airspace by two F-16s, 
one painted in the orange 
colour of the team. 

Fire engines spouted water 
jets over the landed plane in 
a welcoming gesture, and the 
disembarking players were 
handed flower bouquets by 
air hostesses. 

Airport staff interrupted 
their work to capture images 
of the near-heroes on their 
mobile phones. 

The players were led to an 
orange-carpeted podium next 
to the plane on the tarmac for 
an audience with about 100 
journalists and photogra¬ 
phers. 

"I am proud of the guys in 
the team," said captain Gio¬ 
vanni van Bronckhorst. "We 
gave it our all." 

After the press encounter, 
the players were taken by bus 
to an hotel in the seaside 
town of Noordwijk, where 
they were to be reunited with 
their loved ones, according to 
Hilde Bruggink, a spokes¬ 


woman for the Dutch football 
federation KNVB. 

"They were initially due to 
leave by helicopter, but since 
the road conditions are good, 
we decided to use buses," she 
said. 

A few dozen die-hard fans 
of the team nicknamed the 
Oranje Elftal (Orange 
Eleven) had gathered at the 
airport on Monday morning 
in the hopes of catching a 
glimpse of the players, de¬ 
spite an appeal from Schiphol 
officials not to do so. 

They ended up seeing only 
the landing from far away 
through a window. 

Today, van Marwijk's side 
hosted in The Hague by out¬ 
going Prime Minister Jan 
Peter Balkenende and Queen 
Beatrix. 

In the afternoon, they were 
honoured with a boat parade 
through the canals of Amster¬ 
dam and a special tribute at¬ 
tended by tens of thousands 
of people on a central square.

Fans waved at the players 
from balconies while others 
climbed on trees to get a bet¬ 
ter view of the 23-man squad 
which won the World Cup on 
Sunday for the first time in 
Spain's history with a 1-0 
extra-time defeat of the 
Netherlands.
